•the west side people, made the fol- 
lowing points in presenting the peti- 
tion: She said that the rooms would 
be filled by the children who would 
be coming in from the country, and 
by children of legislators who will 
lie coming hero next year; and that 
Second and Third streets could be 
added to the section sending children 
to the Roosevelt, as the school was 
better 
equipped, 
and the 
people 


would be glad to send them there. 


Since the 
people hat) signed the 


petitions, she said the board eould 
not be criticized for the two grades 
being instituted there, and the dec! 
slon as to whether two of the four 
William Moore junior high teachers, 
should be transferred to the Roose 
velt, or two additional teachers cm 
ployed, would he left to the board, 
either hiring taxies to take them on 
west side patrons. 


As money had been found which 


would pay for the salary of J. J. M. 
MacLeod as instructor in physical 
training, Mrs. Roberts said she con- 
sidered that it would also be posst 
ble to raise the money sufficient to 


^ pay the salaries of the two teachers 


needed. 


Mrs. Alfred Zugcr spoke briefly 


in favor ,of the matter, saying sh* 
considered it only just that the west 
side have the two grades, as well 
as the east side, and that she knew 


' from discussion she had hod with 


patrons of the east side that they 
were in favor of having the 
two 


grades in the Roosevelt. 


Obert Olson said he could see no 


reason why the school should not bo 
used, being so splendidly equipped, 
instead of sending small children 20 
blocks or more, with the necessity ol 
either hiring taxis to take them on 
stormy days, or being obliged to take 
them themselves. 


"I have sent one of my girls nil 


that distance for four years, and 1 
do not wish my younger dnurj-ter to 
be forced to do the same," said Mrs. 
0. Lundquist. "It is injurious to the 
health of such young children to be 
forced to walk so far." 


School A Fire Trap 


0. Wi Roberts, claiming ,that the 


north ward school was a firetrap, 
said he considered it only right that 
as many of the children as possible 
should be sent to the Roosevelt, thus 


. relieving congestion at the William 


Moore in ease of stress. 


Action will not be taken by the 


board until next week. W. F. Jones, 
was not present at the meeting, be- 
ing away on his vacation. A. P. Len- 
hart said there was a great demand 
for tax reduction on the part of th« 
people, and that the board was try' 
ing to go the limjt in operating the 
schools at the least expense possible 
compatible with efficiency.

ping paid heavy tolls to the hurri-

terday of the White Star liner Ar- 
abic bearing more than 150 r-fr'ons 
injured in the 100 mile g»l*. ship- 
ping officials learned that the hur- 
ricane had caught many vessels in 
its sweep.

passengers, fought their way through 
the gale that at times whipped up 
waves between 40 and 50 feet high. 


The Arabic, her sick bay filled 


with injured, her decks stripped of 
lifeboats and her port holes smash- 
ed in, was the hardest hit.

Homeric, also of the 
White Star 


Line, ran into the giant storm in its 
waning strength, but had eight in- 
jured and suffered damage to her 
superstructure. 
Munson liner Mutt- 


argo, from Nassau, and the Orizaba, 
of the Ward Line, made port badly 
battered. The Italian liner Giuseppe 
Verdi, with 155 passengers, escaped 
the heart of the hurricane and came 
through with nothing worse than 
a few smashed life boats and port 
hole glasses. 
All were from a few 


hours to a day late. 


Seven to Hospitals 


Of the 52 persons who received 


injuries

care aboard the Arabic, 7 were so 
badly hurt they had to be removed 
to hospitals.

thousand feet from waters of in- 
digo blue 6 miles across 
and 


2,000 feel deep. 


"To the 
scientist, a mighty 


volcano collapsed within itself, 
Mount Mazama, 15,000 feet high, 
telescoped. 


"To the poet, 'the sea of sap- 


phire,' 'the sou of silence,' 'the 
lake of mystery.' 


"To me, a shell hole of a war 


of worlds—who knows? 


"Could the great 
blind 
poet 


have seen this marvel ere his pen 
had Lucifer and his host of rebel 
angels—- 
Hurled headlong flaming 
from 


the ethereal sky. 


With hideous ruin and combus- 


tion down—

have found the impart." 


Popularity Growing 


The writer recently made a 
pil- 


grimage to this park which is ever 
growing in popularity, situated in 
the very heart of the C'ascnde Range 
in southern Oregon. Less than twen- 
ty-five years ago it was dedicated as 
a park, but its development ha* been 
slow as a great tourist resort. Even 
today many tourists who visit Yel- 
lowstone and Glacier fnil to realize 
that near Medford, Ore., is one of 
the most beauf.ru: wonders to 
bT 


found on this or any other contin- 
ent. 


In our own state, however, amid 


the scenes of Roosevelt's early ad- 
ventures cun be created a national 
park out of the public domain that 
will be us interesting and as allur- 
ing as Crater Lake. 


Crater Lake National Park has an 


area of 249 square miles' or 159,360 
acres. The lake itself is 6 miles In 
diameter and of the most beautiful 
blue, occupying the crater of an ex- 
tinct volcano. 
Surmounted by vol- 


canic cone?', the lake lies as 
in a 


great bowl and in places is 2,000 feet 
deep. 


It was not discovered until 1R53 by 


eleven Californians who 
were 
in 


search of the Lost Cabin mine About 
the lake is the famous rim road 36 
miles long open to automobilists as 
soon as the snow melts which usual 
ly is not until late in June or early 
in July. This scenic drive is most 
inspiring. 


Originally there were no fish in 


the lake but rainbow and black-spot- 
ted trout have been planted there 
and now fishing is excellent. 


There are two entrances to the 


park one via 'Medford, Oregon, and 
the other through the Klumath Lake 
route 


Joaquin Miller who knew the west 


and its great solitudes has described 
the lake in the following terms: 


•"Die lake 
The 
Sea of 
Si- 


lence. Ah, Yes, I had forgotten 
—so much else; besides, 1 should 
like to let it alone, say nothing. 
It took such hold on my heart, 
so unlike Yosemite, Yellowstone, 
Grand Canyon, when first seen, 
that I love it almost like one of 
my own family. But fancy a sea 
of sapphire set around by a com- 
pact circle of the great 
grizzly 


rock of Yosemite. It does 
not 


seem s>o sublimu at first, but the 
mote is in your own eye. 
U is 


great, great; but it takes you 
days to sec how great. It 
lies 


2,000 feet under your feet, and 
as it re/lects its walls s,o 
per- 


fectly that you can not tell the 
wall from the reflection in the 
intensely blue water you hove a 
continuous 
unbroken 
circular 


wall of 24 miles to eomtcmplute 
at a glance, all of 
which 
lies 


2,000 feet, and seems to lie 4,000 
feet, below. Yet to bright,,so in- 
tensely blue is the lake, that it 
seems at tunes, from some points 
of view, to lift 
right in your 


face."

"He knew 
too tnat the court would have no 
opportunity to reply or defend him- 
self from criticism except by the 
action he has taken."

O. W. Roberts, spokesman for 
th e west side people, made the fol­ 
lowing points in presenttng the peti­ 
tion: 
She said that the rooms would 
be filled by the children who would 
Je coming in from the country, and 
by children of legislators who will 
be coming here next year; and that 
Second and Third streets could be 
added to the section sending children 
to the Roosevelt, as the school was 
better 
equipped, 
and the 
people 
would be glad to send them there. 
Since the 
people had signed the 
petitions, she said the board could 
not be criticised for the two grades 
being instituted there, and the deci­ 
sion as to w hether two of the four 
W illiam Moore junior high teachers, 
should be transferred to the Roose 
velt, or two additional teachers em 
ployed, would be left to the board, 
> 
either hiring taxies to take them on 
west side patrons. 
As money had been found which 
would pay for the salary of J. J. M. 
MacLeod as instructor in physical 
training, Mrs. Roberts said she con­ 
sidered th at it would also be possi­ 
ble to raise the money sufficient to 
^ pay the sainries of the two teachers 
needed. 
Mrs. Alfred Zuger spoke briefly 
in favor of the m atter, saying she 
considered it only ju st that the west 
side have the two grades, as well 
as the east side, and that she knew 
from discussion she had had with 
patrons of the east side that- they 
were in favor of 
having the 
two 
grades in the Roosevelt. 
Obert Olson said he could see no 
reason why the school should not be 
used, being so splendidly equipped, 
instead of sending small children 20 
blocks or more, with the necessity of 
either hiring taxis to take them on 
stormy days, or being obliged to take 
them themselves. 
“I have sent one of my girls all 
th at distance for four years, and I 
do hot wish my younger daur«:ter to 
be forced to do the same,” said Mrs. 
O. Lundquist. "It is injurious to the 
health of such young children to bo 
forced to walk so far.”

O. W/ Roberts, claiming that the 
north ward school was a firetrap, 
said he considered it only right that

Indian Squaw Less Shackled Than Modern 
Woman, Says Professor 


DR. FAY COOPER (X»LE, WHO SAYS •‘SQUAW” IS A WORD OF 
D IGN IFIED RANK.

Chicago, Aug. 28.—The modern wo­ 
man, 
progressing 
toward 
freedom 
and dominance, may yet 
become a 
first-class squaw. 
But a squaw among the Iroquois 
Indians wSs a more powerful person­ 
age than most of the 
emancipated 
women of today. 
The picture oj the 
Indian woman bearing her husband’s 
burdens and tilling the corn fields 
while he smoked in the shade may 
be put away on the shelf along with 
yesteryear’s kerosene lamps. Squaw 
is a word of dignified rank. 
Such are the thoughts suggested 
by Dr. Fay Cooper Cole, 
associate 
professor 
of 
anthropology at 
the 
University of Chicago, after studies 
of m atriarchal or material 
govern­ 
ment among the Menangkabaus 
of 
Sum atra and the Iroquois of North 
America. 
The squaw very often was 
the power behind the wigwam, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Cole. 
Pawns of Wives 
"Under a m atriarchal system 
the 
husbands have no property rights, no 
rights in th eir children and often 
are political pawns of the wives,” he 
says. 
“The system usually accom­ 
panies a very high type of advance­ 
ment in culture. 
The Menangkabaus 
are by no means a primitive people. 
The Iroquois in America were among 
the least primitivo Indians. 
The whole political 
system 
was 
built upon the family, and woman 
was the controlling element in the 
family. 
Usually it was the older or 
head woman. 


Several families made up the elan. 
For clan leadcrsliip 
a man was se­ 
lected, but the head woman figured 
prominently in the seleetion. In most 
cases either the biothei- or ehlest son 
of the head woman of the most aristo­ 
cratic family was chosen. 
Women 
had suffrage rights equal with those 
of the men. 
About the same tactics 
were used in selecting tribal chiefs. 
Could Recall Chief 
Not only did the head woman of 
the tribe have a check on the chief's 
activities by controlling his election, 
but she also exercised the power of 
veto and recall. 
In addition to the 
elected leaders, there were certain 
“Pine Three Chiefs,” who 
became 
such by virtue of their wisdom. Sev­ 
eral such high honors went to women. 
Iroquois tribal law exacted a higher 
price for the injuring of a woman 
than of a man. 
To reach a position in modern so­ 
ciety equal to that of the Iroquois 
squaws, the emancipated modern wo­ 
man would have to: 
Control the national comniittecs of 
the major political parties. 
Go beyond the 
proposed 
“equal 
right’s” amendment and impose civil 
rights exclusive to themselves 
and 
superior to men’s. 
^ 
Retain their maiden name after 
marriage and transm it it to their 
Children. 
Obtain the 
descent of 
property 
through daughters in preference to 
sons. 
Arrange marriages without consult­ 
ing husband or children. 
Go to the office daily and earn a 
living for the domesticated male.

sides of slaggy lava rise over a 
thousand feet from waters of in­

2,000 feet deep. 
"To 
the 
scientist, a 
mighty 
volcano collapsed 
within 
itself. 
Mount Mazama, 15,000 feet high, 
telescoped. 
“To the poet, ’the sea of sap- ’ 
phirc,’ ‘the sea of silence,’ ’the 
lake of m ystery.’ 
“To me, a shell hole of a war 
of worlds—who knows? 
“Could the great 
blind 
poet 
have seen this marvel ere his pen

Popularity Growing

The w riter recently made a 
pil­

ty-five years ago it was dedicated as 
a park, but its development has been 
slow as a great tourist resort. 
Even 
today many tourists who visit Yel­ 
lowstone and Glacier fail to realize 
th at near Medford, Ore., is one of 
the most beautirut wonders to

found on this or any other contin­ 
ent. 
In our own state, however, amid 
the scenes of Roosevelt’s early ad­ 
ventures can be created a national 
park out of the public domain that 
will be as interesting and as allur­ 
ing as C rater Lake. 
C rater Lake National Park has an 
area of 249 iquare miles’ or 159,369 
acres. 
The lake itself is 6 miles in 
diam eter and of the most beautiful 
blue, occupying the crater of an ex­ 
tinct volcano.

deep. 
It was not discovered until 1853 by 


eleven Californians who

search of the Lost Cabin mine About 
the lake is the famous rim road 35 
miles long open to autom obilists as 
soon us the snow melts which usual­ 
ly is not until late in June or early 
in July. 
This scenic drive is most 
inspiring. 
Originally there were no fish in 
the lake but rainbow and black-spot­ 
ted trout have been planted there 
and now fishing is excellent. 
There are two entrances to the 
park one via Medford, Oregon, and 
the other through the Klamath Lake 
route. 
Joaquin Miller who knew the west 
and its great solitudes has described 
the lake in the following term s: 
‘‘The lake

Sea of 
Si­ 
lence. 
Ah, Yes, I had forgotten 
—so much else; besides, I should 
like to let it alone, say nothing. 
It took such hold on my heart, 
so unlike Yosemite, Y’ellowstone, 
Grand Canyon, when first seen, 
that 1 love it almost like one of 
my own family. 
But fancy a sea 
of sapphire set around by a com­ 
pact circle of the great 
grizzly 
rock of Yosemite. 
It does 
not 
.seem so sublime at first, but the 
mote is in your own eye. 
It is 
great, great; but it 
takes 
you 
days to sec how great. 
It 
lies 
2.000 feet under your feet, and 
us it reflects its walls so 
per­ 
fectly that you can not tell the 
wall from the reflection in the 
intensely blue water you have a 
continuous 
unbroken 
circular 
wall of 24 miles to comtcmplate 
at a glance, 
all of 
which 
lies 
2.000 feet, and seems to lie 4,000 
feet, below. Yet so bright, so in­ 
tensely blue is the lake, that it 
seems at times, from some points 
of view, to lift 
right in 
your 
face.” 
There arc many points of interest 
upon the lake which must be seen 
to be appreciated. 
A boat ride on 
its most beautiful waters discloses 
"W izard Island”, “The Wine Cup” 
and the “ Phantom Ship.” Illusions at 
dusk or by moonlight arc most strik­ 
ing. 
A beautiful lodge, camping 
sites 
and other conveniences 
are 
each 
year responsible for Increased num- ^ 
bers who are seeking out this most 
beautiful place.

In the F ort Rice episode in the 
pageant of Spirit of Mandan at the 
Fair, the principal character is an 
Indian woman 
whose 
name 
was 
Wambdi Autopewin (Eagle Woman 
Who All Look At). 
This woman 
is one of the m ost famous women 
of the Sioux people, and was the 
wife of Major Galpin, the post trader 
at F ort Rice. 
She died many years 
ago on 
Porcupine Creek in Sioux 
County, and after many years her 
body was removed to the Catholic 
cemetery at Fort Yates. 
H er father 
was a very famous 
chief of 
the 
Oohenapea (Two Cattle Sipux). 
This 
Indian woman will be 
re­ 
membered as the one who while pass­ 
ing down the Missouri in an impro­ 
vised boat, landed at a Sioux camp 
in the vicinity of 
the 
mouth of 
Beaver Creek which is now in Em­ 
mons County, North Dakota. 
This 
camp however, proved to be a band 
of hostile Sioux under the leadership 
of the notorious renegade and mur­ 
derer, 
Inkepaduta 
(Scarlet Point) 
and who had with him the white 
women 
prisoners 
whom 
he 
had 
brought from the fight 
a t 
Lake 
Shatak. Some of these prisoners had 
already been killed and the hostiles 
resented approach by even their own 
people. 
Wambdi Autopewin and her 
husband, M ajor Galpin, however, es­ 
caped from the camp, 
and at 
the 
next camp of friendly Sioux they 
landed and told th eir story. 
An ex­ 
pedition was formed, composed 
of 
very young warriors who belonged 
to a soldier society called the “Fool 
Soldier Band.” 
These men took 
a 
vow to release the white women, 
and after many adventures with the 
hostiles succeeded in doing so. 
However, to retu rn to the Fort 
Rice episode, this 
Indign 
woman 
personally saved the life o f a young 
officer stationed a t the post who was 
pursued by hostiles to the gate of 
the post. 
She ran to meet him and 
claimed him as her son. The Indians 
then would not kill him and were 
driven off by the soldiers. 
How­ 
ever, the young lieuteaant died with­ 
in a few days from the three Sioux 
war arrow s in his back. 
The g rief 
of the Indian woman was said 
to 
have been pitiful, 
t h e p a rt of this 
Indian woman is to be played in 
this episode by her own granddaugh­ 
ter, Miss Lucille, Van Bolen, who is 
living on the famous Parkin Ranch 
at the mouth of 
the 
Cannonball 
River. 
■ 
This ranch laas the half way point 
between Mandan and Bismarck and 
Fort Yates, and such famous sol­ 
diers and scouta as General Miles, 
Crook, Custer, Wm. Cody (Boffalo 
Bill) and Yellowstone Kelly always 
made it a point to atop at this place 
as a half way station. 
Miss Van 
Solen’s Indian name is' th a t of her 
grandm other, 
Eagle-Woman-Who- 
All-Look-At, and 
the 
management 
feel very much gratified th at 
this 
young lady who is so well known in 
social circles in both Bismarck and 


Mandan, has consented to take the 
part. 
A point of interest in the relics 
which will be shown in the store 
windows during the period of 
the 
pageant will be the wedding dress 
of this famous. Indian woman, which 
is now in the possession of Miss 
Van Solen. 
The crucifijo which was 
given her by F ather DeSmet, one

ing the missionary's life, and that 
of his small company by the hostile 
Sioux, will also be shown.

Building Shows Slight Ad 
vanees Over June; Lower 
Than Last Year 


Agricultural 
prospects 
for 
the 
whole middle and western section of 
the 
northw est arc 
excellent, says 
the monthly crop and m arket report 
prepared by the 
Federal 
Reserve 
Board. 
The production of small grains and 
potatoes was estimated, on August 
1, to be g reater than on July 1, but 
the bumper oats crop expected 
in 
Minnesota will be reduced by 
the 
recent heavy rains which have so 
retarded threshing and 
harvesting. 
Corn prospects, which had improved 
during July, have not been m aintain­ 
ed in August, owing to cool damp 
weather and corn is slow and fa r be­ 
hind. Frost was experienced in some 
parts of North Dakota, in varying 
degrees, during the third week 
in 
August, but damage was slight. 
Substantial increases in prices for 
most grains and livestock both 
in 
July and August have brought great 
activity into the market. 
Farm 
purchasing 
power, 
when 
measured in shipments of agricul­ 
tural implements, was slightly low­ 
er in the first seven months of July 
than in any other period in the past 
ten 
years. 
Prospective 
building, 
however, increaseed much more than 
the seasonal 
am ount 
although it 
does not approach the volume of last 
year. 
Banks experienced rising de­ 
posits, with a resultant decrease in 
interest rates. 
Outside of some local damage done 
by storm s and drought a slight dam- 
,age 
by ru st 
in 
late 
sown fields, 
conditions were, on A ugust 1, ex­ 
trem ely favorable for small grains. 
The central third of North Dakota 
suffered somewhat from 
lack 
of 
moisture, but the A ugust 1 forecast 
for w heat retu rn s is 
17.7 million 
bushels g re ater than was the July. 1 
forecast. 
Reports on weed damage 
indicate th at North Dakota was less 
affected during the past year than 
for several years past. 
Flax, which 
has generally 
been 
reported in good condition, but 
a 
little varied in its m aturity date, 
has already started 
blooming 
in 
some sections. In others it is slight­ 
ly slower. 
Corn has been reported 
as being ten days to two weeks' late 
in nearly all sections of this te rri­ 
tory. 
_ 
Farm labor is plentiful in North 
Dakota, North Dakota’s harvest and 
threshing hands were called much 


later this year than usual, the re­ 
port says ,and this may have some­ 
thing to do with the apparent abun­ 
dance of harvest hands. 
A g r i c u l t u r a l statisticians arc 
greatly 
concerned over the corn crop. 
In South Dakota corn conditions are 
problematical, dependent upon frost 
and other weather conditions. 
The 
rains which slowed up the cotn 
in 
North Dakota and other states also 
hindered the development of other 
crops in the state, says the report. 
Late sown grains, 
potatoes, 
ssed 
crops of alfalfa and sweet clover all 
being slowed up so that their u lti­ 
mate outcome is 
dependent 
upon 
frost. 
Stocks of grains in elevators and 
term inals in this territory were con­ 


siderable lowered during 
the past 
month. 
However this is an annual 
occurrence. 
Grain prices advanced 
with tjie lowering of the supply in 
the 
elevators 
and 
terminals. 
Livestock receipts in 
South St. 
Paul were slightly larger in 
July 
than in June on all the heavier re­ 
ceipts except hogs. 
The hog move­ 
ment reflects the endeavor to re­ 
duce herds to a size which will not 
require more than the prospective 
feed supplies. 
As compared 
with 
July last year, shipments of cattle 
and sheep were smaller and ship- 
mentu of calves and hogs were lar­ 
ger. 
I 
Building permits 
increased 
one- 
th ird in valuation between June and 
July, which is more than the sea­ 


sonal increase, but the total was al­ 
most one third lower than in July 
last year. 
The num ber of permits 
was nine percent lower in June than 
in July and 11 per cent lower than 
a year ago in July. 
The abundance of funds in 
the 
banks in the Northwest have been 
developing throughout . the summer. 


A slight increase was noted in the 
borrowing from the Federal Reserve 
Rank, but the total borrowings «'ere 
less than one and one-halt millions 
of dollars at the end of July.

Fatigue is largely a state of mind. 
Physical exhaustion 
is decidedly a secondary reason. 
Dr. Evans, distinguished 
medical man, makes this claim in a speech to the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science. 
He has some ideas that will enable many people to get 
more work accomplished without “minding it.” 


The physical or bodily phase of fatigue, says Dr. Evan.s, 
is caused by accumulation of lactic acid in the muscles. 
This chemical is what makes stiffness felt after the ex­ 
ercise of untrained muscles. 
Use of trained muscles is not followed by stiffness, be­ 
cause the trained muscle has better circulation of the blood 
through it. 
This brings more oxygen to the muscles, and 
the lactic acid is removed by oxidation. 
That is to say,, the 
lactic acid combines with the oxygen and is carried away, 
the same as iron combines with the oxygen of air and pro* 
duces rust. 
You’ve had the experience of doing work you’re not ac­ 
customed to — such as rowing a boat or chopping wood on 
vacation. Next day your muscles are filled with lactic acid 
and feel stiff. Keep up the hard work and soon your mueles 
are not stiff and aching the next day. Your blood has gotten' 
in the habit of circulating through the muscles, formerly 
dormant or not used, and the lactic aeid is oxidized and elim­ 
inated. 
So, if a physical task seems hard, all that’s needed to 
make it easy is to keep at it— “develop unused muscles.” 
Marvelous chemical machine, the human body. 


The main cause of fatigue is a state of mind. Dr. Evans 
claims. By “state of mind” he apparently means monotony 
or lack of interest. 
Lack of interest gives us a tired feeling even before we 
start a disagreeable or uninviting task. If we grit our teeth 
and plunge into it, we find that the mental weariness van­ 
ishes. 
Interest awakens. 
Desire to finish — the urge to 
accomplish victory—spurs us on. 
Unfortunately, monotony is the leading cause of fatigue. 
Mother gets weary of cooking food and washing dishes. 
It 
isn’t so much the actual work of the thing, for more labor­ 
iou s tasks tire her less. It’s the eternal sameness and unend­ 
ing repetition that worry her. 
The monotony is cheerfully 
forgotten when father remembers that she’s a girl at heart 
— his old-tim e sweetheart, enjoying shows or dances as 
much as ever.

Fatigue is largely a state of mind. Physical exhaustion 


is decidedly a secondary reason. Dr. Evans, distinguished 
medical man, makes this claim_in a speech to the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science. 


He has some ideas that will enable many people to get 


more work accomplished without "minding it." 


The physical or bodily phase of fatigue, says Dr. Evans, 


is caused by accumulation of lactic acid in the muscles. 


This chemical is what makes stiffness felt after the ex- 


ercise of untrained muscles. 


Use of trained muscles is not followed by stiffness, be- 


cause the trained muscle has better circulation of the blood 
through it. This brings more oxygen to the muscles, and 
the lactic acid is removed by oxidation. That is to say, the 
lactic acid combines with "the oxygen and is carried away, 
the same as iron combines with the oxygen of air and pro- 
duces rust.

You've had the experience of doing work you're not ac- 


customed to — such as rowing a boat or chopping wood on 
vacation. Next day your muscles are filled with lactic acid 
and feel stiff. Keep up the hard work and soon your muclea 
are not stiff and aching the next day. Your blood has gotten' 
in the habit of circulating through the muscles, formerly 
dormant or not used, and the lactic aeid is oxidized and elim- 
inated. 


So, if a physical task seems hard, all that's needed to 


make it easy is to keep at it—"develop unused muscles." 


Marvelous chemical machine, the human body. 


The main cause of fatigue is a state of mind, Dr. Evans 


claims. By "state of mind" he apparently means monotony 
or lack of interest. 


Lack of interest gives us a tired feeling even before we 


start a disagreeable or uninviting task. If we grit our teeth 
and plunge into it, we find that the mental weariness van- 
ishes. 
Interest awakens. Desire to finish — the urge to 


accomplish victory—spurs us on. 


Unfortunately, monotony is the leading cause of fatigue. 


Mother gets weary of cooking food and washing dishes. It 
isn't so much the actual work of the thing, for more labor- 
ious tasks tire her less. It's the eternal sameness and unend- 
ing repetition that worry her. The monotony is cheerfully 
forgotten when father remembers that she's a girl at heart 
— his old-time sweetheart, enjoying shows- or dances as 
much as ever. 


Monotonous work usually is in a monotonous environ-,, 


ment.

Knrl Kositzky, state school land in­ 
spector, has ju s t returned to 
the 
c ity from a ten day inspection tri|> 
in the n o rth ern p art of the state. Mr. 
K ositzky covered all of the territory 
in the n o rth ern h alf of the .state be­ 
tw een the Minnesota and Montana 
b orders and reports the crops in cx 
ccllent condition. 
“ Many farm e rs told me," said .Mr. 
K ositzky, “ th a t this year a crop would 
easily pu t them back on their feet, 
■nd a f te r seeing so?ne of the grain 
th resh ed I sincerely 
believe 
they 
knew w hat they were talking about. 
1 saw rye threshed that went 35 bus­ 
h els to the acre; corn that was far 
enough advanced to be ready 
for 
eatin g ; clover that stood eight feet 
hig h .” 
Rye is threshing out all over the 
n o rth ern p.irt of the state at from 
20 to 35 hu.s’iels to the acre, and is 
selling at the ebvators for seventy 
cents or more. With ten days of good 
w e ath e r most of the corn in that sec­ 
tion of the stale will mature. 
Corn 
is a much liigger i-rop in the north­ 
e rn part of the .state than it has prc- 
viou.sly lieco. .said .Mr. Kositzky, who 
m ade a similar trip last year. 
He 
reports that there are many more 
• c rc s of corn crop this year than 
last. 
'•■One strip through the central part 
o f the stale and including parts of 
Pierce, McHenry, Rollette. and Botin- 
eau counties, will have a light crop 
this ye:ir. 
This is due to the scarcity 
of rain for a month during the mid­ 
dle of the growing season. 
In sonic counties durham wheat has 
been damaged by a root disease. This 
disease will cut the crops down to 
about one half of what they would 
otherwise have been. 
Mr. 
Kositzky reports 
th at much 
sweet clover stands over eight feet 
high. This is especially true in W il­ 
liams county, 
where sweet 
clover 
stems to he one of the main crops.

Adams of Lisbon on shipments of 
livestock, cream and poultry. 
Figures from four towns in 
the 
county, Lisbon. Sheldon, Anselm and 
Elliott, show th at shipments of live­ 
stock and cream during 1023 were 
fifl percent greater than during 1921. 
D uring the same period figures on 
poultry shipm ents from two towns, 
Sheldon and Elliott, show a similar 
increase. 
In 1921, 15,713 cans of cream were

N orthwest Regional Advisory Board, 
estimated that the num ber of cars 
they had on the tracks was to be 
sufficient, said Mr. Milhollan, chair­ 
man of the Board of Railroad Com­ 
missioners, but it is the belief of 
the commission that these au th o ri­ 
ties over estimated their ability to 
handle the grain shipments.

While, the Montana and Wyoming 
shippers have a natural advantage in 
competing for the North Dakota m ar­ 
ket, in th at they ship a shorter dis­ 
tance, the southern oil companies are 
seeking 
to 
enforce a 
competitive 
freight rate which will enable them 
to compete for the business. 
Much 
of the gasoline used in 
North Da­ 
kota comes from the Casper, Wyom­ 
ing, refineries. 
The reports of over­ 
production in the southern oil field 
are generally 
held to be reflected in 
the demand fPr lower freight rates 
to the Northwest, to give these ship­ 
pers a better outlet for their pro­ 
ducts. 
The case has not been set for h e a r­ 
ing. The North Dakota board of rail­ 
road commissioners has intervened in 
the case, for the purpose of a id ii^ 
in the granting of any reduction th ij 
may be made in the rates. 
Another case in which North Da­ 
kota is interested is set for hearing 
on September 12, before an exam iner 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion in Portland, Oregon.
